i_ate Saturday afternoon Germany formally declared war against Rus­ 
sia and announced that France’s failure to reply to her ultimatum practi­ 
cal!,y constituted an act of war. 
In France general 
mobilization of all 
French troops began and continued over Sunday and Monday. 
German 
troops occupied Luxemburg, supposed to be neutral territory, and this act 
was recognized in France as a virtual beginning of war against France. 
It is believed to be the German plan to strike a quick succession 
of 
blows in France and later turn attention to 
Russia, whose troops 
move 
m°re slowly. 


England may declare war against Germany and 
Austria-Hungary to- 
day, rn keeping with her treaty with France and Russia, but a strong anti­ 
war party in that country is opposing any offensive campaign in the pres­ 
ent conflict. 


Italy, under treaty to aid Geyma ny and Austria, insists that she will 
remain neutral.

In business affairs the effect will be 
both beneficial and adverse. 
Some 
lines of Industry and commerce will 
profit by the increased demand 
for 
American made goods 
In 
our own 
country. 
The pottery industry is an 
example in point. 
Importations 
of 
English, French and 
German made 
ware will fall off sharply and, natur­ 
ally, the demand for domestic 
ware 
will Increase. 
American 
agriculture 
should alBo profit by the increased 
demaud for wheat, meats and other 
foodstuffs, 
but 
the 
American con­ 
sumer will be bit 
hard by the ad­ 
vancing prices 
on 
these products. 
American industries which depend to 
a considerable extent on export trnde, 
or those which obtain most of their 
raw material in Europe, will suffer 
from the effects of this bloody con­ 
flict.

Use of Earth For Blanching is Usually 
the Most Satisfactory, as It Pro 
duces the Finest Flavored Celery. 
Boards 
and 
Tile 
May 
Be 
Used 
Where Grown On s Small Scale. 


About sixty or seventy days after 
transplanting into the garden, celery 
should be twelve to fifteen inches in 
height and ready to blanch. 
Blanch­ 
ing does not stop the growth but In a 
way encourages it. 
After the plant 
has been darkened for blanching it 
makes considerable growth, the steins 
Increasing in length, gaining in diam­ 
eter and becoming crisp and tender 
as they lose color. 
Boards are used almost exclusively 
In blanching the early crop. A cheap 
grade of lumber may be used, the di 
menslons being, one Inch thick, tweb e

Earth. 
with shovel and hoe, but in large 
fields special tools arc needed. Blanch­ 
ing with earth may he started when 
the plants are half grown and lh* 
height of the bank increased as they 
grow. 
However, it is customary to 
wait until the plants have reached 
nearly full size before hanking. 
In 
using earth considerable skill is re­ 
quired to prevent the soil from get­ 
ting into tile heart unless the plant 
is first tied with twine. 
Ordinarily 
soft twine can be used. Tie the first 
plant and use it as an anchor, passing 
to the 
next without breaking the 
twine. Gather the stems together and 
wrap once; pass to the next until the 
end of the row is reached, where the 
twine Is again anchored. 
The earth 
may he thrown very quickly against 
the plants thus tied. The twine will 
rot and no harm be done to the grow­ 
ing celery.

extremely dry conditions 
prevailing 
throughout the month of July is to be 
obtained through the report just sub­ 
mitted by Voluntary Observer Joseph 
E. Bentley, of Green Hill, who finds 
that but 1.94 inches of rain fell dur­ 
ing the month, while the normal pre­ 
cipitation for the same month for the 
past 22 years was 4.38 inches. 
.The 
greatest precipitation in any 24 con­ 
secutive hours was 
43 inches, re­ 
corded on the 15th, while there were 
seven days on w-hich .01 inches 
or 
more of rain fell. 
The total record 
is not only far below' the average for 
over two decades, but is the minimum 
rainfall record during a 22-year pe­ 
riod.
